we drove them out of a threefold Iatrench- 
ment ; we puſh'd them through their bare. 
ricadoed Woods.z we fought them up-hilf 
and down- hill, from Diteh co Bank till they: 
came to their main Army: When this was 
done we attack'd their Line, drawn up with 
all poffible advantage; fought them fairly 
three Hours; Drove them out of the Field, 
encamp'd a Night on the Spot; purſued 
their infantry ſeven Miles, and the next 
Day took the Village of with 1500 
of their wounded Men, Priſoners Is 
this be not 2 ViRory, let the Objectors tell 
us what a Vir is, or what the meaning

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underſtood in the uſage of Nations, and 
how it is generally under ſtood at this time. 


when an Army may be ſaid to gain the Vi- 


ctory, what it is conftitutes the thing, or 
gives a General a Claim tothe Glory of it, 
and thenwe may be ſet right iti the Matter. 

But, ſay the Malecontents of the Day, 
we have paid for it, this Gold is bought too 
dear, and we may talk to you, as was ſaid 
of a famous ViRory of old, Two or ibree 
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more ſuch would ruin us. When the French. 


beat us at LANDEN (and we own they 
had the Vigory there) we comforted eur 
ſelves with this very Notion, that ſeveral 
of their beſt Regiments were cut off, that 
their Troops were ruin'd, that a few ſuch 
Act ions would deſtroy them, and that tho 
we loſt the Glory of the Victory, yet, that 
we had the Eſſence of Victory, for we had 
killed the Enemy many more Men than 


we loſt: Now on this account, they ſay, the. 
And therefore 


French triumph now 
they reckon they have the Victory, in the 
Eſſence, tho we have it in the Show of it; 
and on this Foot, they ſay, we have no 
Cauſe for our Joy. 


But even in this Article it is eaſie to clear 


up the Point The Loſs of Men is not 
the caſe; the Ceremony of Rejoycing is not 
the caſe, the Clamour aud Noiſe of Tri- 
umph has indeed its Uſes, and in theſe 
Days, in which every thing is made up of 
Shows The Surface of Victory is eſ- 
ſeptial to us; but let this go to which Side 
it will, we have another more perfect and 
compleat Part of Victory to value ourſelves 
upon, viz. That the loſs of Spirit, the loſs 
of Men of Value, and the loſs of Trophies, 
ate leſs eſſential to us than to the French 
But the loſs of the Treaſure of War is on 
their ſide ; Their old Veteran Troops are 
ſhaken aud deftroy'd by theſe Shocks, and 
this is a Loſs that cannot be repair'd ; 
They grow every day leſs able to carry on 
the War than we; their Troops grow more 
and more uncapable to deal with us than 
before, the oftner we fight with them; 


And on the other hand, we grow every day 


more powerful than we were before; our 
Troops are reſtored by regular Additions 
of Men form'd and diſciplin'd before, emu- 
lating the Glory of theſe that went before, 


and every way qualified for all that is 
Great 4s they were The French are 


yet more and more exhauſted by every 


AQtion, and when their Troops are bro» 
ken by bard Service and terrible Engage- 
ments, as we find they can reftore them 
by nothing but the miſerable Remains of 
Famine and Diſtreſs, Men made deſperate 
by their Diſaſters, and driven by the Ne- 
ceſſity of their unhappy Circumſtances to 
ſeek Death a3 a Relief to their worſe For- 
tunes— Or if theſe are not the Men that 
form their Troops, they are made up of 
captivated Slaves, driven like Dogs with a 
Whip, or like ſubjeQed Drudges in Chains, 
to the Army ; here they do no more ſer- 
vice than needs muff, and run away upon 
every Opportunity. 

In ſhort, by every ſuch Action the French 
loſe the Blood not of their Men only, but 
of their Soldiery; What we loſe (tho' we 
value it too) we yet recruit with more ad- 
vantage, and every Year we find our 
Troops, if poſſi>le, better than before 
For this Reaſon, tho* we have bought this 
Victory dearer than uſual, yet it is no leſs 
a Victory to us than before, and our Joy 
is not ſu ſenſibly abated by the Loſs, as ſome 
People would have us imagine. 

But what ſhall we ſay to the double Joy 
with which this V:@ory is celebrated; The 
French make Salvoes and Bonfires, and give 
Thanks for Victory, and we rejoyce and 
triumph over and inſult them on the ſame 
Account=—n and ſo GOD is perpetually 
mock'd on one Side orjthe other: But pray, 
Gentlemen, let me note one thing, in 
which they chat ſtudy to leſſen this Victory 
in the publick Efteem, ſerve the Enemy, 
and injure their own Cauſe, and in this you 
deſerve reproof, Jet the other fide of the' Sto- 
ry tell bow it wil— It is certainly a piece 
of uſeful neceſſary Policy in the French, to 
amuſe their own People with the Notion 
of Victory or an Ad vantage over the Confe- 
deracy znay, if they can but hold it up to the 
needful height of a Dra un- Battle, it will a- 
ſwer their End, and that a great many ways,

ſpeak this with relation to the contemptible

If you will jeſt your ſelves out of the No- 
tion of a Victory, how can you expect but

By theſe Amuſements the French ſerve 
their Intereſt a great. many ways; They 
prompt their People to Liſt and Enter 
themſelves into their Armies; they en- 
courage the Commonalty to pay Taxes, 
and bear up under the Burthen of the War ; 
they ſink the Spirits of thoſe who had their 
Liberty in view, and were ready, upon 0c» 
cafion, to Revolt and Depoſe the Tyrant 
that oppreſſes them ; and upon whoſe rea- 
dineſs to do fo we have oſten promiſed to 
our ſelves great things Thoſe Reports 
magnified by French Artifices, and doubled 
in carrying, will have their Uſes in Spain, 
to encouarge the People there to adhere 
to King Philip, which we find them for- 


warder to do already, than we promiſed our
